An increase in the numbers of convicts in custody on the 31st 
of December, 1876, appears. This increase, however, is not owing 
to increase of crime in the country — the convictions being much 
lower in 1876 than in 1875, but arises from the fact that the num- 
bers of convicts eligible for discharge or release upon license were 
less in 1876 than in 1875. 

During the past year no circumstance calling for special remark 
has occurred. The conduct and industry shown by the convicts 
have been generally satisfactory, but from year to year the greater 
proportion of those convicted appear to be of a lower and a more 
abandoned class than those received formerly. This renders the 
management of the Prisons more difficult, whilst the prospects of 
reformation are much diminished.

The general conduct of the officers has been very satisfactory. 

The employment of the convicts has been for the most part the 
same as in former years, the labour at Spike Island being at the 
disposal of. the Admiralty ; at the Male Pi-ison, Mountjoy, shoe- 
making, for the entire convict service, is carried on, together with 
the manufacture of matting, mats, &c. At Lusk Intermediate 
Prison the prisoners are employed on the farm and in quarrying 
stones; at the h einale prison, in addition to the making up of the 
entire clothing, officers’ uniforms included, required tor the con- 
vict service, the washing required by the R. I. C. Dep6t in the 
Phcenix Park, thatof the RoyalMilitaryAsylumatKilmainham,the 
washing for the Training Schools of the National Education Board, 
and that of the Mountjoy Male and Lusk Prisons is undertaken. 

In former years I have felt it my duty to refer to the loss 
experienced by the public and the omissions and delays resulting to 
the Convict Department, from the fact of the sums of money 
voted for buildings and repairs not being left at the disposal of 
the Convict Department. The loss incurred from employing from 
fifteen to twenty tradesmen and labourers daily must be conside- 
rable. This could be avoided by appointing one or two trades- 
warders under whose superintendence the works could be carried 
out by convict labour, thus effecting a saving, preventing the 
employment of civilians in the prisons, and giving an opportu- 
nity of teachingtrades to the convicts. The delays which take place 
in performing works urgently required would be also avoided ; for 
instance the Roman Catholic Church at Spike Island Prison, for 
which funds were voted two years back, is still incomplete, and 
airing yards for exercising insubordinate prisoners at the Female 
Prison, for which funds were voted in April, 1876, were not com- 
menced until this year. 

The Refuges have, as in former years, been of great service 
to the Female Convicts. To the Golden-bridge Refuge must 
be mainly attributed the marked diminution which has taken 
place in the numbers of Female Convicts in Ireland. 

Each year convinces me that returned convicts should not be 
allowed the same advantages as to release on license, gratuities, &c., 
as prisoners on their first convictions ; their treatment in prisons 
might also be somewhat different from that of prisoners but once 
convicted. If these changes were made, and police supervision 
ordered in all cases where the law provided for such a course 
being taken, there is good ground for believing that the class of 
habitual offenders would much diminish. As it is not probable 
I shall have again the honour of addressing you as Director of Con- 
vict Prisons, I beg to state that had it not been for the zealous as- 
sistance of the staff’ of this office, and of some of the superior 
officers of the Prisons, I could not have carried out the duties of 
the department single-handed for the past four years.

No change whatever lias taken place in arrangements in this 
prison. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been generally very 
satisfactory. 

The health both of officers and of convicts has been good. One 
death occurred. 

The conduct and industry shown by the convicts have been 
satisfactory. 

Luring the year 19-1 convicts were received; of these 178 
passed in regular course to other convict prisons ; 10 were dis- 
charged, and 1 was removed to Lundrum Lunatic Asylum. 

I have elsewhere referred to the inconveniences arising from 
the employment of civilian labour in this prison ; in almost every 
instance where repairs, he,., are necessary, the work could be per- 
formed by convict labour. 

The usual reports with statistics are attached.

GOVERNORS REPORT. 

Moimtjoy Male Prison, 

1st January, 1877. 

have the honour to submit my annual report with statistical 
returns' for the year ending 31st December, 1876. 

Within the past twelve months there have been some few changes 
in the prison staff. Two second class warders have been promoted to 
the first class, to replace a first class warder retired from the service 
through ill-health, and another who was reduced for misconduct ; one 
second class warder was transferred to this staff from the Female 
Prison to replace one of the second class warders promoted. 

The conduct of the discipline officers has been good, and with one 
exception, where an officer was reduced for misconduct, I can report most 
favourably of the efficiency and zeal of the present prison staff. I have 
been well supported by superior officers in carrying on the duties of the 
prison. 

.There has been no departure from the established rules and regulations 
in cither the discipline or treatment of the convicts, and their industry 
and general behaviour maintain about the same standard as that which 
prevailed in former years. I have every reason to hope that the effects 
of the discipline arc of a satisfactory character. There was one feigned 
attempt made to commit suicide, and with that exception I cannot 
refer to any very grave offence against prison rules, No prisoner 
attempted to escape. ^ 
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During tlie year one convict died in the prison hospital. He was a 
man of , shattered constitution when he came here, and was under 
medical treatment during the entire time of his imprisonment. On the 
whole the health of the convicts has been good, and the medical officer 
hot]) attentive and punctual in the discharge of his duties. 

In. July last, when the weather was dry, a few convicts, by the 
sanction of the Director, and under the immediate supervision of a 
superior officer aucl two warders, were employed to extend the area 
round the officers’ quarters in front of the prison. The work was most 
efficiently carried out, and its completion has added nmcli to the comfort 
and health of the officers’ quarters. 

The industrial produce- of the prisoners’ labour is satisfactory, and no 
change has been made in their employment, which consists of oakum- 
picking, mat-making, and rug-making, making of fendoffs, and making 
shoes and boots for the convict service. 

The prison buildings and fittings pertaining thereto have been kept in 
good repair b} th e officers of the Board of Public Works, and all re- 
quisitions on that department have been attended to. 

X certify that the rules laid down for the government of the prison 
have been strictly complied with, except such particular cases as have 
„ been reported to, and brought under the notice of the Director.

Convict Mount] oy Male Convict Prison,

Medical Sir, — I lava tile lionour to submit my annual report of Mountjov 

Officers Male Prison for tlie year 1876. Tlie general liealtli of the officers and 
Report. tlie prisoners has been very satisfactory, and tlie prison lias not been 
visited by any epidemic. 

Among tlie 32S prisoners who were in and passed through the prison 
. during the year one death only occurred, udiieh was the result of apoplexy. 
Immediately after tins prisoner's reception I took him into hospital as 
he was in a delicate state of health ; while under treatment he was 
after a short premonitory stage, attacked with a fit of apoplexy, causing 
paralysis from which he died eomatous in a few hours. 

The admissions to the hospital during the year were 06, tlie daily 
average of sick in hospital was 7 ’68, and the number of externs prescribed 
for was 1,035. 

There was no prisoner sent before he had completed his period of 
separate confinement in this prison to Spike Island Prison on medical 
grounds. There were a number however of delicate prisoners who were 
unfit to be confined in their cells, and who might have been sent to 
Spike Island, but as there were medical facilities for treating them here 
it was not considered desirable to transfer them before their usual period 
of probation had expired. This, as a natural consequence, increased the 
daily average of sick in hospital which is greater than that of last year. 

Only one prisoner was transferred to the criminal lunatic asylum at 
DuncU-um. He was weak-minded on liis reception here, and I recom- 
mended him for employment in the prison garden, in order to exempt 
him from the close confinement; hut his mental state became worse and 
he had to be removed to the asylum, previous to which he had become 
a bad case of insanity. 

The prison dietary is good and wholesome, and I scarcely ever hear a 
complaint of the quality of it, hut occasionally I am applied to by the 
robust and big men with large appetites for a little extra bread. Before 
allowing anything of the kind I have them weighed to ascertain whether 
they have lost a great deal in weight while in the prison, and I find in 
some instances that tlie loss has been from half to a stone in weight. When 
I find a case requiring it I then allow it, but the instances are infrequent. 

There were 4 Lusk prisoners in the hospital on the 1st of January, 
1876, and 4 were received during the year, as compared with 13 the 
year before. .Three of those were discharged on license; 2 were sent 
to the associated class in this prison ; 2 wore sent hack to Lusk ; and 
1 to separate confinement in this prison. 

There was 1 officer discharged on medical grounds after a lengthened 
period of service ; and 6 were treated in hospital, 1 of whom beinv one 
of the officers of the female prison. 

In conclusion I beg to express my acknowledgments to the governor 
and the other officers of the prison for the facilities afforded me in the 
discharge of my duties ; and I cannot omit to mention particularly 
hospital warder M. Douohoe whose attention to his duties has given me 
the greatest satisfaction.

Of the men composing my charge during 1876, seven were returned 
convicts prisoners who had been convicted before, and I find that of 
tliese men, on their first conviction, 1 -was sixteen years of a ere 2 seven- 
teen, 1 twenty, 1 twenty-four, and 2 twenty-six ; and this/ amongst 
other considerations, impresses upon me the conviction that it is mSst 
desirable, if it he possible, so to classify the prisoners that the young in 
Clime, as well as in years, shall not be exposed to the evil influence of 
old and hardened criminals ; such exposure being, as I believe, the great 
bar to the reformation of many who, though not yet habitual crinmials 
have been sentenced to penal servitude. ’

Sin,— 111 accordance with the prison rules and regulations, I have the 
honour to lay before you my annual report for the year 1876. 

In reviewing the year just ended, I have much pleasure in reporting 
that the moral and religious conduct of the prisoners committed to my 
care has been, on the whole, very good. The Roman Catholic prisoners 
in receiving religions instruction and complying with the other spiritual 
duties have evinced an attention, docility, and respect, that greatly" 
pleased me. In addition to the usual instruction given to all the prisoners 
three or four times each week, I have allotted a considerable portion of 
my time to the visiting and the instruction of individuals in their cells. 
I have frequently visited all parts of the prison, and I am able to report 
that I have nearly always found the men orderly, obedient, and busily 
engaged at some industrial and profitable work. 

“ indeed pleasing to have to bear my testimony to the ability, 
Christian charity, and practical common sense with which the staff of 
officers, who carry out the discipline and teach the convicts trades and 
industrial works, have discharged their respective duties. In performing 
their duties the middle and safe course has been followed, all excessive 
severity and harshness has been avoided on the one side, as well as every 
approach to undue laxity and indulgence on the other. The result is 
that at least many of the prisoners have been trained to habits of order, 
obedience, and industry. Very few cases of punishment have been re- 
corded during the year. 

In conclusion, I have only to add that, in my judgment, the business 
of the prison dping the past year, has been, on the whole, conducted with 
a prudence, fairness, and impartiality, that is indeed gratifying. 
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I have to thank all tlie officials of the prison with whom my duties Mountjoy 
brought me into contact, for the great kindness I have uniformly ex- -Male 
perienced from them.

Especially after taking into consideration the class of prisoners which 
has last year passed through my hands, a large per-centage of which 
were old men, and equally old in crime, with broken down spirits, and 
impaired intellects, from whom much could not be expected, nevertheless 
it is a pleasing fact only a few left this prison unable to read and write, 
or at least without having learned one of the two. 

In reading alone there have been 150 promotions .during the year,

“I examined 1st class and part of 2nd in reading, spelling, ■writing, and arithmetic. I 
found the progress satisfactory, and most of those examined learned to read and write here ; 
one man illiterate on entering learned to read the First Book and to write in ten weeks. 
I examined -1th class in reading, writing from dictation, arithmetic, and penmanship. The 
reading was generally very good, the writing good, and the spelling fair; the proficiency 
m arithmetic is low, however a dew know simple proportion fairly." 

I am not neglecting while trying to educate the prisoners, also to try 
to instil into their minds how detrimental it would be to their future 
prospects and interests to be either an ignorant or a bad man, by con- 
tinually painting before their eyes tlie many advantages they will 
subsequently attain in the other prisons ) by their good conduct, par- 
ticularly in the Intermediate Prison at Lusk, where they will receive a 
mitigation and gratuity proportional to their previous good conduct, to 
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enable them to commence life anew, and an opportunity of recleeiniiif Mountjoy 
their jiast errors, if they only observe the old adage “'Honesty is the Mi “ :

society, a credit to themselves, and a pattern to others. 

The conduct of the prisoners -while under instructions was, generally SAa f‘- 
speaking, good; as a proof I beg to refer to tlie following facts — no prisoner Report! 
during the year lias been excluded from school for misconduct, nor 
punished for an offence committed in school. Here I beg to express my 
acknowledgment of tlie valuable assistance afforded me by the officers 
in charge of the discipline of the school. 

The school hours are from 11 to 1 o’clock every day for the probation 
class, whose number average from 80 to 100, and the programme I follow 
is reading, writing and spelling, arithmetic up to simple proportion in- 
clusive, geography, grammar, and mental exercises. 

There is besides, for prisoners kept here after their eight months’ 
probation, an evening school from 6 to 7 o’clock. The number of this class 
is from 30 to 40, many of whom are above the school programme, hut 
are allowed to attend and improve themselves by reading useful books, 
or otherwise ; the remainder is formed into two separate classes which 
follow the same programme as the probation prisoners.

I have again to report on the very satisfactory state ot this — 
prison. Groat credit is due to the local authorities, the buildings 
being, in many respects, unsuited for prison purposes, whilst the 
constant presence of military and free labourers on the worts ren- 
ders it far more difficult to maintain discipline than in a convict 
prison properly constructed, and upon works on which convict 
labour was exclusively employed. 

The general conduct of the subordinate officers was satisfactory. 

The general conduct of the convicts was good, but, as has 
been remarked in previous years, the class of prisoners now at 
Spike Island is far worse than formerly. A properly constructed 
prison would be of great advantage in maintaining discipline, and 
would much assist also the efforts which are made for the re- 
clamation of the convicts. 

The enrployments of the convicts have remained unchanged. 

That more satisfactory results would he obtained if the convicts 
were employed directly under the superintendence of the Prison 
Department, with the assistance of a clerk of works, there can be 
little doubt. 

The Prison buildings are in fair repair. The Roman Catholic 
Chapel, however, which is urgently required, is still uncompleted. 

The. health of both officers and convicts has been good.

GOYERNOR’S REPORT. 

Spike Island Government Prison, 
January, 1877. 

Sie, — I n compliance with your directions, I hare the honour, to report 
for the year ended the 31st December, 1S76. 

The subordinate staff having been considerably below its strength in 
the beginning of the year, twenty-nine new appointments were 'made 
within the year ; so large a number of new and inexperienced hands was 
a disadvantage to the service. During the year foiu- were discharged 
on superannuation ; two discharged as inefficient ; one transferred 0 to 
Mountjoy ; two resigned ; and four were dismissed the service. 

On the whole, the conduct of the subordinate officers was very satis- 
factory, and excepting the cases above referred to, I have not to remark 
on any serious breach of regulations or discipline. 

. The .Chief Warder was zealous and diligent in the due discharge of 
his duties. 

The usual statistical returns herewith forwarded will show the number 
of prisoners received and in custody and their disposal during the year. 
There were twenty-eight more in. custody at the close of the year than at 
its commencement. 

The respective sentences have been duly carried out, and the discipline 
and treatment of the prisoners strictly but fairly enforced in accordance 
with the rules. They were afforded daily opportunities of seeing and 
speaking to the Governor. They can also, oil application have "inter- 
views with the Director on his monthly visits. They have thus ample 
opportunities of stating their complaints, and of making known and so 
removing from their minds any grievance they may consider themselves 
to be labouring under ■ and this, I believe, to have a veiy excellent effect 
generally in many respects. 

The general employment has been of the same nature as mentioned in 
former reports, a sufficient number required for prison trades and fatigue 
work were employed in Spike Island. Some few insubordinate and 
troublesome characters not suited for the public works have also been 
kept on the Island, and employed in various ways between the Royal 
Engineer and the Prison Departments. The invalid, epileptic, and weak 
minded classes also work on the Island picking oakum, bedmaking, 
knitting, and repairing socks, &c. 

The general body of the convicts were emplowed on the Royal Naval 
docks in progress of Haulbowline, excavating the basin, quarrying, stone 
cutting, and at mason, smith, and carpenter work. I believe a fair 
amount of work has been performed, but I take leave to say that I 
think more might have been done. The great drawback in regard to 
convict labour, is that the prison authorities in Ireland (who are really 
the persons most interested in the amount of work done) have no con- 
trol whatever as regards the execution of the work or the mode of doing 
it. They are simply in the hands of such foremen as the Department 
who employ the convicts may appoint ' to superintend and give direc- 
tions. The remedy for this would be the appointment to the prison ser- 
vice of a duly qualified officer holding the position of Clerk of "Works, 
and under whose control and directions the work should be executed, and 
convict labour employed to the best advantage. I believe that by this 
means the amount of labour might be very greatly increased, and in 
some instances even doubled. The same officer would also be available

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MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 



Spike Island Convict Prison, 

10 tli January, 1877. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit the annual report on the state of 
health of the officers and prisoners, and on the general sanitary condi- 
tion of this prison, with the usual medical statistics for the year 1876. - 

During the year there were 53 warders treated in hospital, chiefly for 
bronchitis, rheumatic and febrile affections, with a few slight injuries. 
Three warders, and one principal warder, were discharged the service 
on medical grounds, no death having occurred. 

There were 164 convicts received into this prison during the year, 13 
of whom, being found in a delicate state of health, were medically treated 
and placed at such employment as best suited tire circumstances of their 
respective cases. 

-During ^e year there were 146 prisoners admitted into hospital, 
principally for ordinary complaints, such as simple continued fever, 
diarrhoea, bronchitis, wounds and contusions, ophthalmia, and abcesses ; 
of these 5 died — 3 from chronic diseases, 1 from typhus fever, and 1 from 
acute gastric inflammation. There was one death at ITaulbowline, the re- 
sult of severe injuries and shock, accidentally received on the works ; the 
prisoner died within half an hour, notwithstanding his having immediate 
medical attendance. 

There were two convicts discharged from prison on medical grounds, 
one of whom was found to he in a delicate state, and the other in good 
health, on their arrival here. Two prisoners became insane during the 
year, and were transferred to Dimclrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum ; on 
their reception here one was eccentric and the other in good health. 
There were four attempts at suicide, all of which, in my opinion, were 
feigned. J 1 ’ 

Suitable accommodation for the weak-minded and eccentric convicts 
continues to be much needed. The association of this class with the well- 
conducted prisoners tend very much to increase the number of prison 
offences. 

Very little rain, for a considerable portion of the summer, and some 
defect in the arrangements for storing the rain-water, caused the supply 
of water in the wells and main tank for some time to be very low. But 
judicious economy averted any inconvenience being experienced. 

There has been no outbreak of infectious or contagious disease during 
the year, and the general favourable sanitary condition of the prison, 
for past years, has been fairly maintained. 

Ihe Governor and other ofiicers of the prison have, on all occasions, ren- 
dered me important aid. The Resident Apothecary has performed his 
duties in the most efficient manner.

ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Spike Island, 11th January, 1S77. 

Sir, — I have the honour to send you my report for the year ending 
31st December, 1876, and in doing so I beg to state, that the moral and 
religious conduct of the Roman Catholic prisoners was as satisfactory 
during the year as could be well expected, under the unfavourable 
circumstances of having so many hundreds of persons, many of them 
previously habituated to the practices of crime, associated together in 
gangs on the public works, and in going to, and coming from Haulbow- 
line daily, in coupled gangs, thus exposed to the danger of most con- 
taminating influences. And I regret to state that the most difficult 
duty the Roman Catholic Chaplains have to perform is to endeavour to 
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restrain and correct tlie moral evils resulting from that association. 
However, I am happy to say that the Roman Catholic prisoners still 
retain their faith, and a love for religion, which leave a strong ground 
for hope, that the grace of God may reach their hearts, and by the 
teaching and practices of religion, produce a holy and a happy harvest 
of reformation, and virtue. And I am happy to he able to state that 
the majority of the Roman Catholic prisoners prepared themselves to 
receive the Sacraments of Penance, and the Holy Eucharist, several 
times during the year, some monthly and some weekly, with every 
appearance of sincere piety and earnestness ; and I need not say that 
there is no surer proof of their conversion and no other means of 
effecting it. <l No man can come to me,” says our Lord, “unless my Father 
draw him; ” and again He says, “ Without me you can do nothing.” No 
doubt prison discipline is necessary and useful for tlie safety and good 
order of convict prisoners, but it is well known by experience that 
nothing but the grace of God, obtained by religious tea chin g and 
practice, can effect the real reformation of criminals. I have known 
numerous cases during the last twenty-six years, where every resource 
of prison discipline was tried, and exhausted, with prisoners, and the 
only effect it produced, was to make them more reckless and hardened. 

1 visited tlie sick in hospital almost daily, and sometimes several a 
day, to administer to them the necessary services and consolations of 
religion. I also visited the prisoners confined in. the punishment cells 
almost daily, and endeavoured to impress upon them the sinfulness, and 
folly of their refractory conduct and the injury they were doing to 
themselves, both spiritually and temporally, by such a course. And I 
believe I may say that my admonitions and counsels in that respect, and 
those of my Rev. Assistant, had a very salutary effect upon the 
prisoners, and were most conducive to the order and discipline of the 
prison. The resignation and departure from this of the Rev. Mr. 
Murphy, the late Assistant Roman Catholic Chaplain, caused very 
general regret among the officers and prisoners, but I am glad to say that 
he has been promoted to a far higher and happier position in the diocese.

Sir, — I beg to lay before you my report for the year 1S76. 

I am happy to say that I have nothing to report of the prisoners in 
my charge, but what is favourable. 

Among such a body of men it is observable that changes -will take 
place during the course of a year or so, in their general moral aspect 
and bearing, which it is often hard to account for. However'the past 
year has been one in which the cheerfulness and good feeling which has 
reigned in their intercourse with me, has left a pleasing 2nd hopeful 
.impression on my mind. It inspires the hope that the truths conveyed 
to them are. kindly and thoughtfully received, and may in future time 
produce their proper fruit. 

Eor the object at which I aim is not to make good and well-behaved 
prisoners. As to this result, it is remarked that some criminals who 
<ue the worst pests of society while at. large, are, as prisoners, quite 
exemplary in their conduct; because the same sagacity which made 
them adepts in crime, teaches them, when in prison, to get on smoothly 
avoid the cells, find earn mitigation. And as for those of whom this is 
not true,. it is quite needless for me to point out to them the disadvan- 
tages of ill-behaviour. The excellent machinery at work in the prison 
teaches them that much better than anything I could say. 

The object at which I aim, is to send them away, when their time of 
release comes, inclined, may it be, resolved to turn over a new leaf and 
be guided by new principles. While I preach to them the blessed 
t-.ospel of salvation from sin— on which with its results I do not 
suppose this is the place to enlarge— I am constantly aiming to' expose 
ilie folly and shortsightedness, as -well as the wickedness of a 00111*36 of 
crime ; and to have this residuum in their minds after every address 
they hear, vis., that the vicious man is a fool, and that lie who serves 
C<od, serves a good master. 

I can testify to the attention, I might almost say the assent, with 
which the greater number listen, and therefore I hope for future fruit, 
in them coming freedom, or in the ever-near eternity. 

I have regularly visited the sick and in cells.

HEAD SCHOOLMASTER'S REPORT. • ‘ 

Spike Island Convict Prison, 
January 11, 1877. 

Sir, In compliance with yolm directions, I have the honour to submit 
my annual report for 1876. 

At the close of the past year the number on the school roll was 
?7 were in the first or lowest class; 68 in the second; 
IS 4 in the third;: and 72 in the exempt class, who 1 attend school at 
their own request. These numbers are, to a trifling extent, respectively, 
in excess of the previous year ; but the difference is not. material. The 
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exempt class is almost entirely composed of convicts wlio are con- 
sidered sumciently educated for pei*sons in their station of life. 

As heretofore the prisoners attending school — and every convict 
must attend school until he is exempted — are thoroughly grounded in 
the essential branches, in the arts of reading, writing, and arithmetic. 
General information on educational subjects is also imparted through 
t . reading lessons witli the needful expositions, and the oral communi- 
cations which pass constantly during school hours between the teachers 
and their pup>ils. In- this way the ill-informed and, in many cases, the 
corrupt and perverted minds of the convicts, by being brought iiito 
repeated contact with persons of education, must, I conceive, become 
gradually more and more enlightened and proportionately grow less and 
less disposed to malignant workings. 

There lias been no material change, during the past year, in the 
school arrangements ; the business has been conducted . just as usual. 
And there has been no occurrence, outside the ordinary routine, calling 
for special mention. 

Ihe prisoners in general have conducted themselves with a satis- 
factory degree of propriety,, and have endeavoured to co-operate with 
the schoolmasters. Their progress has been very good. 

Ihe library has been availed of by almost every prisoner able to read ; 
and, I have no doubt, with profit to themselves. 

Mr. Ryan, as usual, has rendered me very efficient assistance in the 
discharge of my duties on the Island.

MOUNTJOY FEMALE CONVICT PRISON. 

With the exception of a change in the dietary the arrange- 
ments remain unaltered ; the modifications which, have been 
made in the dietary have proved satisfactory, and so far have 
been found beneficial to the health of the prisoners. 

As regards the working of the prison, the conduct of the sub- 
ordinate officers, and the improvement both in the dispositions 
of, and the industry shown by, the prisoners, it is satisfactory to 
be able to report very favourably, whilst strict discipline has 
been maintained, the number of reports for misconduct has much 
diminished. 

During the year the Superintendent, Mrs. Lidwill, resigned, 
and was succeeded by Mrs. Sheeran, the Deputy Superintendent ; 
Mrs. Kelly was promoted to the situation of Deputy Superinten- 
dent ; in the subordinate staff, three resignations took place ; one 
assistant-matron was discharged, having proved to be, during the 
term of probation, unsuited for the service ; another, who was 
temporarily employed, was also discharged, having failed to pass 
the Civil Service examination. The health of both officers and 
prisoners during the year has been good. 
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Twenty-third Anmlal Report of the Director 

The employments of the convicts have remained unehano-ed, 
additional washing has been undertaken for two Public Depart- 
ments — the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, and the Mountjoy 
Barracks, Phoenix-park. Additional washing could still be under- 
taken for Public Departments with a slight increase of laundry 
accommodation. Work more suitable and remunerative than 
Trashing- cannot be found for female convicts. 

The buildings, & e., remain unchanged, excepting the erection 
of separate exercising yards for prisoners under punishment. 

The usual reports from superior officers, with statistics, are 
attached.

Sir,— I have the honour to submit my first annual report on this 
prison for the year ended 31st December, 1870. 

The conduct of the officers has been satisfactory. I experienced a 
willingness on the part of all to assist me in carrying out the rules. 

On the subordinate staff the following changes have taken place, viz. 
3 resigned, 2 were discharged — 1 having been found unsuitable during 
the term of probation, and the other (who was employed temporarily 1 ) 
having failed to pass the Civil Service examination ; 6 new appointments 
were made. 11 



The prisoners, on the whole, have been well conducted and industrious. 
Estimated value of the work performed by them, .£2,709 18s. which 
exceeds that of the preceding year (when the number of prisoners was 
greater) by £549. 

In addition to the employment referred to in former reports, we now 
have the washing for the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, and Mountjoy 
Barracks Phcenix Park, winch affords useful labour for all available 
hands.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Female Convict Prison, 
January, 1877. 

Sir —I have the honour to submit my annual report of Mountiov 
Female Convict Prison for the past year, and in doing so it affords me 
much satisfaction to be able to report most favourably of the general 
health of the officers and the prisoners; and I am also happy to stato 
that there has been no appearance of any epidemic in the prison durum 
tiie year. ° 

Out o f the total number (332) of convicts who passed through the 
prison during the year, only three deaths took place— -1 from inhamma- 
tion oi the lungs, and 2 from pulmonary consumption.

The altered scale of dietary, which was' approved of, and which came 
into operation in January last, has done .muoh towards promoting the 
health of the prisoners. Without increasing the cost of the former scale 
it. has, though not greater in quantity, been partaken of veiy freely bv 
the prisoners owing to the little variety in it, and the result is that there 
are fewer externs requiring treatment from me than heretofore ; while 
the former scale was in use the prisoners were -perpetually complaining 
ot dyspepsia, and want ol appetite, and were therefore, to my own know” 
iedge, unable to.consume their rations. . 
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I stated in my a nnua l report of 1871, that “ there are a few wom en 
m the prison of violent, turbulent, and incorrigible dispositions, upon 
whom neither punishment, kindness, nor moral influence of any kind 
appears to have the slightest effect. They break out into acts of violence 
as if impelled by an irresistible impulse to do all the mischief ~they can 3 
and as they thus subject themselves to so much punishment by reduction 
of diet and close confinement, it is not a little difficult for the medical 
officer, bearing in mind peculiar irritability and almost morbid excita- 
bility attendant on the menstrual periods, to preserve their health, due re- 
gard being had at the same time for the maintenance of discipline.” I 
may now remark that it is a matter of sincere gratification to me that 
the number of this class has greatly diminished, and that the violent 
conduct, then referred to, is now confined to very few indeed, and even 
they are more subdued than heretofore, and I have not therefore the 
same amount of anxiety and difficulty I then experienced in my treat- 
ment of them. 

As I stated already, the health of the officers has been satisfactory, only 
11 were treated in hospital for slight affections. The late Superintendent, 
Mrs. Lid will, retired on medical grounds in the beginning of the year, 
after having spent upwards . of . 24 years in the service. 

I beg to express my sense of the very great assistance and co-operation 
I obtain from the Superintendent and all' the other officers of the prison 
in the performance of my duties, and I deem it right to mention specially 
Miss M‘ Car thy, the-hospifal matron, 'whose untiring vigilance and dili- 
gent attention to the sick merits my warmest approbation.

prisoners. 

My journal contains a detailed account of the discharge of my duties, 
and this is constantly under your inspection. 

The women engage heartily in the Church Services, and are most 
attentive to the instruction which is _given. 

We are still favoured with the valuable assistance of our judicious 
and zealous lady visitor. 

Hitherto I have had to acknowledge the kindly and courteous 
attention which any communication from me directly to yon on matters 
connected with the prison have received. Since my last report I have 
not had occasion to make any such reference.

Sir,— In submitting to you our annual report for 1876, we are cSic 
happy to be in a position to say that the state of the prison during the Chaplains * 
year just terminated, was very .satisfactory. Report. 

The general conduct of the prisoners was good, their attention to 
religions duties constant and assiduous, acts of violence were rare and 
comparatively few were committed to close confinement in the penal 
ward. Xn our visits to the various, work-rooms, we noticed with 
pleasure, a growing spirit of industry, particularly in the laundry and 
tailoring classes in which the convicts performed their appointed work 
with remarkable cheerfulness and diligence. 

The prisoners under our care had, during the past year, the usual 
opportunities of approaching 'the Sacraments and practising the other 
acts of their holy religion. In the work of their instruction, we were 
materially aided by the Sisters of Mercy, who visited the prison twice 
every week. We are sorry to have again to report that there were a 
few upon whom our best efforts could produce little or no effect ; but 
we are inclined to attribute their conduct to mental weakness rather 
than to real malice. Our best thanks are due to all the officers for the 
kind attention and willing co-operation which we experienced from 
them in the discharge of our duties, and especially to the Hospital 
Matron, whose services we availed om-selvos of very frequently, as well 
as to the matrons who assisted in the choir and the care of the chapel. 

We cannot conclude without expressing the sense of gratitude and 
high esteem which we ever entertained towards the ex-superintendent, 

Mrs. Lidwill, who retired from office at the commencement of last year.’ 

We avail ourselves also of this opportunity to congratulate her worthy 
successor on the good order and discipline of the prison, and to express 
a hope that the convicts may long experience that untiring and zealous 
attention to their general interests which marked her first year of 
office.

SCHOOLMISTRESS’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Female Prison, 
11th January, 1877. 

Sir, — In compliance with your instructions, I have the honour of sub- 
mitting my report on the working and results of the school in connexion 
with this prison for the year ended 31st December, 1876. 

No change has taken place in the organization, management, or sys- 
tem of instruction. The business of the school was carried on during 
the hours set apart for the same on 302 working days during the year 
just closed. 

On the 31st December, 1875, there remained on the rolls the names 
of 267 prisoners; 43 were admitted during the 12 months ended 31st 
December, 1876, malting a total of 310 on the roll for the year. 

During the year 53 prisoners were discharged or removed to refuges 
or asylums, leaving 257 remaining on the rolls on the 31st December, 
1876. The average number on the rolls throughout the year was 270, 
and the daily average attendance was 146, or 71 *5 per cent, of the 
average number on the rolls. 

The following table shows the state as regards reading and ’writing of 
the 43 prisoners received during the year : —

Of the number who were able to read on reception, a very small pro- 
portion indeed have been taught to read well. Very few were capable 
of understanding what they read, and the education, if such it can be 
called, which they received, unaccompanied as it was, as I have reason ' 
to know, with either industrial or religious training could have had very 
little, if any, effect in checking the growth of crime. 

The course of instruction comprises reading and explanation, writing, 
wilting from dictation, arithmetic, and geography. Such general infor- 
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matioli as is suited to tlie capacity and peculiar circumstances of tlie 
prisoners is also imparted. I liave summarized in the following table 
tlie progress made in 187G in reading, writing, and arithmetic : .

The progress recorded in tlie foregoing table is fair, considering tliat 
each prisoner attends school only for one hour daily, and that a conside- 
rable portion of the teachers’ time is at first taken up in endeavouring to 
make then* instruction attractive, and in procuring habits of application 
on the part of the prisoners. This, of course, makes the progress less 
than that which more docile and tractable pupils would have made in 
an equal period of time. 

From the table it will be seen that the improvement in reading has 
been considerable. As already stated, the great defect in most of the 
prisoners able to read on reception is, that they are incapable of under- 
standing what they read. To remedy this the teachers take constant 
pains to regularly and carefully examine the prisoners on the subject 
matter of the lessons they read, and by proper questioning to impress the 
instruction contained in the lesson on their mind. In this way what- 
ever intelligence they possess is awakened, an interest in the lesson is 
created, they are taught to think, and are ultimately enabled to read 
with advantage any book of ordinary information. 

I am glad to be able to report very satisfactory progress in the useful 
art of writing. The penmanship of those in the higher classes is very 
good. _ I may here remark that on the recommendation of Mr. Gillie, 
the District Inspector of National Schools, you kindly sanctioned a 
supply of Vere Foster’s copy-books for use in this school. These copy- 
books have been received and have proved a great advantage to both 
teachers and prisoners. Prior to the introduction of these books into the 
N ational schools Mr. Keenan, then Head Inspector, thus writes — 



“ 1 would strongly recommend the Commissioners to have a head-line printed in each 
page of their copy-books. This would secure three important ends— the child would be cer- 
ium of always having a good copy line for imitation before him, the master would be 
saved the trouble of setting the head-lines, and there would be one uniform style of good 
writing in all our schools.” 



_ The advantages pointed out in the preceding extract have been realized 
since the copy-books referred to were supplied in June last. Though 
the teachers are now saved the time hitherto occupied in setting the head- 
lines, the necessity of careful supervision of the prisoners while writ- 
ing is not dispensed with. It enables the teachers to devote more time 
to this object, and to tlie instruction of the prisoners in other subjects. 
It is very pleasing to contrast the first efforts in learning to write with 
the style of the prisoners’ writing before they leave the prison, andtoob- 
serve how they advance progressively, from “rough black pothooks ” to 
clear and legible writing. 

The prisoners in the third and fourth books can work with correctness 
and facility questions in the simple and compoimd rules in arithmetic, 
understand 'the principles of notation and numeration, and can write 
numbers from dictation consisting of seven places of figures. 

C 2 
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The popular and interesting subject, geography, is taught from time 
to time to all the classes, and always, interests, and, it is to be hoped, in- 
struct them to a very considerable extent. It is taught from, maps, and 
incidentally from the portion of the lesson books which treat of the’ sub- 
ject. The more advanced of the prisoners are acquainted with the 
general divisions of the world, and know something of the customs, man- 
ners, and productions of the different countries. 

Twenty-eight prisoners were transferred to the refuges dining the 
year, 1 G of whom were able to read and write, 5 could read, but were 
only learning to write, and 7 could neither read nor write. The cases 
of the latter were specially reported to you and satisfactory reasons as- 
signed for their not having been up to the required standard. As they 
are all made aware that the refuges are intended as a reward for good 
conduct and industry, the hope of getting there urges them on to exer- 
tion not only in the school but I believe in other departments of the 
prison also. 

The behaviour of the prisoners while under instruction and their 
general conduct in school throughout the year have been, with few ex- 
ceptions, very satisfactory. Only S or 5 - 5 per cent, of the average atten- 
dance were temporarily expelled from school for misconduct during the 
year. This number is not large considering that many women of violent 
tempers and easily roused passion have attended. With these exceptions, 
they have evinced an earnest desire to profit by the advantages which 
the school affords, and I am happy to report that the instruction they re- 
ceive appears to exercise a beneficial influence over their minds and dis- 
positions. 

I feel pleasure in stating that my colleagues, Mrs. Fitzpatrick and 
Miss Crosbie, have zealously and efliciently co-operated with me in ad- 
vancing the interests of the school during the year. 

In conclusion, sir, I feel bound to express the deep gratitude I feel for 
the courtesy, kindness, and support in the discharge of my duties, which 
I have received from Mrs. Sheeran, the Superintendent of this prison, 
since her appointment.

10th January, 1877. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit my annual report of this prison 
and farm for' the past year ending 31st December, 1S76. 

The only change on the staff for the year has been the removal of one 
first-class warder for temporary duty at Spike Island Convict Prison. 

The convicts continue to be employed on the usual works on the 
farm — ploughing, sowing, quarrying, masonwork, carpenters, smiths, 
tailors, and shoemakers, &c., and their conduct and industry have been 
very good. A large number of the convicts who have passed through 
this prison during the year have been from tbe cities of Dublin and 
Cork, and may be classed as habituals in crime ; and although every 
means has been used by the chaplains and the officers of the prison to 
instruct them in religious, moral, and industrial habits, as a class they are 
easily led astray. The number of convicts received at Lusk prison 
during the year is 78, and the number released on licence 67. One 
absconded last January ; he was retaken on his way to Dublin the 
same evening. This man was a military convict and a very had character. 

The daily average number has been 42. ..The old iron store removed 
here some years past from Philipstown has been taken down, and "a 
stone building built up in its place, and is now being roofed. This was 
found necessary to keep the prisoners’ clothing, corn, and other storage 
dry, as the old iron was worn and unfit for the purpose. 

The farm continues to improve, and the produce this year has been 
fully one-third more per acre, with most of the crops, than on any 
former year. I have to report some loss in cattle by distemper during 
the year, but this was. not confined to this farm alone, as very nearly all 
the farms round this one has had their share of loss with distemper. 

In concluding my report it is only just to record my testimony to the 
attention paid by all the officers, from the highest official, to their re- 
spective duties, and to state that they have worked with unity of . 
purpose in striving to make the convicts better men and fit for release. 

I certify that the rules have been complied with, and every infringe- 
ment reported or brought under the notice of the Director.

Sir, — I beg to submit the usual annual report of the sanitary condition 
of this prison during the past year. 

That condition has been so satisfactory that there is little to remark. 

The health of the officers and of the prisoners has been unusually 
good, notwithstanding the great severity , of the weather during the clos- 
ing portion of the year. The good health of the prisoners has been very 
much due to the new stone hut opened since my last report. It is also 
to be attributed to the liberality of your department in providing them 
with good dietary, good warm clothing, and sound boots. The expense 
thus incurred has, by preventing sickness and consequent diminution of 
work, proved a real economy. Much of it is also owing to the care of 
Mr. Gunning and the officers under his command, in looking after the 
health of the prisoners, and in providing work of a less exposed character 
upon some of the very severe days. XJpon the whole, I regard the con- 
dition and management of the prison as most satisfactory • in a sanitary 
point of view.

Sir, — I have the pleasure to submit my report on the educational de- 
partment of this prison, for the year ended 31st December, 1876. 

On the 1st January, 1876, there were in this prison 51 convicts ; re- 
ceived during the year from Spike Island and Mountjoy Male Convict 
Prisons, 78, making a total of 129 inmates within that period. Of these 
67 were released on licence, and 9 were disposed of by removal to

Mountjoy Male Prison for hospital treatment, for breaches of the prison 
rules, &c., leaving 53 convicts in the various school classes on the 31st 
December, 1876. Each evening at half past five o’clock p.m., after the 
labour of the day is over, all the convicts assemble at school and remain 
at instructions two hours. The same system continues as in former 
years, and the prisoners receive with evident pleasure the instructions 
given them, and evince, by their attention, a desire for improvement 
which is creditable to them and encouraging to the instructor. The 
conduct of the prisoners in school diming the year was invariably good- 
orderly, and respectful. Their education in the other convict prisons 
has been evidently well attended to, their progress here all that is de- 
sirable, and almost all — except the ordinary few old men and excessively 
dull — could read and write on their discharge. 

It is an arduous task to undertake to teach a man, perhaps a har- 
dened criminal, who on reception at Mountjoy Male 'Prison is entirely 
illiterate, to read his book and write his own letters to his friends, and 
yet many such cases passed through this prison during the past year, 
and instances are here still. If, in their earlier years, as has been the 
case with many of them, them moral and secular education was com- 
pletely neglected by careless improvident and profligate parents — if to 
ignorance of their higher duties, both religious and social, is attributable 
the fall of many of our convicts into crime, these things, after their re- 
lease from our prisons, can no more be pleaded as excuses, for much 
pains have been taken to enlighten their minds and to rouse in them a 
spirit of manliness, self-respect, and self-control. They are exhorted to 
be sober, to be honest, to be industrious, to be frugal, and in addition 
to their own experiences of the past they are forewarned of the conse- 
quences that are sure to follow their fall into crime again. I am certain 
that most of those discharged during the past year will never again re- 
turn to prison.
